He became an extremely well-read man. My mother was only a young 
girl when he died at the age of 40, but I have heard her say that 
while he was busily engaged in looking after his farm, he was 

Treasurer of the Township, and took quite a prominent part in the 
life of the Community in various ways. He was a voracious reader 


_ and had a very finely stored mind. 


Daniel Stewart's (the writer of the letter) nataral 
tongue was Gaelic, and he coula spesk only imperfect English. 
My mother was satisfied that it was her father who wrote this 
letter at her grandfather Stewart's dictation, The pestscript, 
however, to the mother was undoubtedly the idea if not entirely 


in the language of the writer. 


You speak of my Goldie connection. The old grand- 
father lived with my wife's father and died at their home in 
Ayr at about the age of 95. T have heard of, although I a0” tres 
thick I heve read, the story of his trio. Viss -:cllie Goldie, 
a granddaugiter of James foldie of Sueloh, and living at 158 
Blythewood Koad, Toronto, hus quite a collection of Goldie 
material and may possibly be in a position to let you know if 
there is such a thing as a copy of this story in print. 

My wife's father gos HF onin, who married at about age 40, 


and as my wife wal, children. she was really a con- 
temprary of the next generation of Goldies.

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The family, whatever they may be now, were originally Liberals and 
remained Liberals except James Goldie of Guelph who changed at the 
time the National Policy of Sir John MacDonald was introduced. I 
haye heard it said that when he heard that James “oldie changed to 
Conservative, he said "he will nae come into my hoose any mair". 

As of course you know, politics were taken much more seriously then 
than they are now. 


Some ten years ago my wife and I took over the old 
Goldie property at Ayr and tore down the large house and built a 
bungalow and have still a very fine place there, although at the 
present time it is occupied by my wife's sister, Mrs. Cleland, 
widow of the late Dr. Cleland of Toronto. In my own immediate family 
I have two sisters, one the wife of Professor Bain of the University 
of Toronto, and the other the wife of W. E. Buckingham, Barrister, of 
Guelph. My only brother wes a Justice of the Supreme Court of Manitoba 
at the time of his death about four years ago. He had married Geills 
tleCrae, a daurhter of Col. David 'icCrae of Guelph, and a sister of 
Dr. Thomas and Dr, John McCrae, the latter well-known as the author 
of "In Flanders Fields".
